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AMENDMENTS 

In the application for which continued examination has 
been requested, Claim 1 has been amended as follows: 

1. (Amended) An article comprising, in combination, a 
substrate, and a photochromic polyurethane coating on at least one 
surface of said substrate, said coating having a Fischer 

microhardness of from 50 to 150 Newtons per mm^, wherein the 
improvement comprises preparing said photochromic polyurethane 
coating from components comprising: 

(a) polycarbonate polyol(s) comprising less than 
10 mole percent of cycloaliphatic diol, said polycarbonate polyol 
having a molecular weight of from 500 to 5,000 grams per mole; 

(b) optionally, a different organic polyol having 
a molecular weight of at least 500 grams per mole; 

(c) an isocyanate; 

(d) photochromic compound(s); and 

(e) optional catalyst; 

said components being used in such proportions to produce a 
photochromic polyurethane coating exhibiting less than 25% swell in 
the Percent Swelling Test.
